SHREWD, COURAGEOUS, AND UPRIGHT 


Samuel W. Allerton Honored by All Citi- 
zens—Sketch of His Life. 

Samuel W. Allerton is a man of prepossess- 
ing appearance and will be 64 years old May 
26. He was borh at Armenia, Dutchess 
County, N. Y., and comes from an ancestry of 
steriing character and brilliant devotion to the 
cause of patrivtism, liberty, and right. His 
father’s name was Samuel Waters Allerton 
and he is a direct descendant of Isaac Aller- 
ton, one of the Pilgrims who came over in che 
Mayflower, and who was commissioned on 
several occasions to return to England in the 
interests of the Piigrim colony. The middle 
name was that of an ancestor who took an 
active partin throwing the tea overboard in 
Boston Harbor. 

Mr. Allerton’s father operated a comb 
factory and a woolen mill at Armenia for a 
number of ‘years, but a reduction of the tariff 
in 1833 ruined his business and he went to 
Dubuque, Ia, and there engaged in lead 


mining. 

When Mr. Allerton was only 13 years old 
he succeeded, with the aid of his mother, in 
raising $500, with which they rented a farm 
on the banks of Seneca Lake in Yates County, 
N. Y., where he worked until the age of 19, 
whert, with money saved through the young 
man’s industry and good management, the 
family bought a farm in Wayne 
County and moved to it. Samuel 
retained about $600 worth of live stock and 
farming liaplements and rented a farm on his 
own hook in Yates County, where he re- 
mained until 23 years old. Then he estimated 
his wealth at $3, He had at that time dis- 
played considerable of the financial ability 
which has been conspicuously shown all 
through his life. Furthermore, the substan- 
tial character of the young man was clearly 
demonstrated by the fact that he was enabled 
to borrow on his individual note $5,000 at the 
banks in Wayne County. With the 
$3,300 saved out of five years’ farm- 
ing and this borrowed. capital 
commenced dealing in live stock in 
Central and Western New York. But the 
field of operations there soon proved to be 
entirely too small for his ambition, and in 
1856 he came to Chicago. 

Here he continued te purchase live stock 
and ship to New York City. After two years, 
however, and on account of failing health, he 
returned’ East, located at Newark, N. I., and 
engaged in the dry goods business. But that 
occupation was not to his liking. 

ear’s absence he came back to Illinois. 

e did not even wait to sell his stone. Fora 
—— he resided in Fulton County as a stock 

uyer, then married, and moved in 1858 to 
Chicago. At that time there was only one 
person with whom he had. a personal ac- 
quaintance in this city. He commenced bus- 
iness in a small way at the Merrick Yards on 
Cottage Grove avenue, buying stock and ship- 
ping it East. courage of the man and

— Mr. A at once saw in that de- 
oline au opportunity to make some money, 
but he didn’t have enough cash of his own, 
nor had he as yet established relations with 
any bank in Chicago. One day he secured an 
introduction to tie cashier of the banking 
house of Geor S. Smith—his name was 
Willatd—and to him put this question: 

“Tf I pay for three telegrams—one to my 
commission house in New York, another to 
your New York * who shall be 
directed to inquire if my commission house is 
good, and a third to my banker at Newark, 
N. J., inquiring as to my personal integrity— 
will you if the answers are satisfactory cash a 
sight draft for me tomorrow!“ 

r. Willard said he would. The telegrams 
were sent and the replies that came back were 
all right. Mr. Allerton went direct to the 
Stock-Yards and bought all the hogs in Chica- 
go. The next day he presented a sight draft 
at Mr. Smith’s bank for $80,000. The amount 
was so large that it staggered Cashier Will- 
ard and re to cash it. This was a 
* disappointment to Mr. Allerton, but it 

id not discourage him. He got the money 
at another bank, and in that deal really laid 
the foundation for the splendid fortune he has 
built up. 

Mr. Allerton is variously estimated as worth 
from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000, In a list of Chi- 
cago millionaires published in Tun Trinuns 
of April 6, 1890, his wealth is given as 86.000, 
000. In Tus Tinu of March 23, 1890, under 
the caption ‘‘ How Chicago’s Rich Men Made 
Their First $1,000," Mr. Allerton is referred 
to as follows: 

Sam ” Allerton, as everybody about the board 
calls him, was a cattle buyer in New York State. 
He bought and shipped for others and now and 
then turned a deal for “Sam” Allerton. It was 
on one of these turns that he made $400. That 
was his first big money. The State of New York 
wasn't big enoug': for him after that and he came 
to Chicago, where he has been in the packing 
business ever since. Several times in the last few 
years Mr. Allerton's name has n mentioned in 
8 circles, but he has not yet ventured into 

e field. 

In 1865 Mr. Al'erton and John B, Sherman 
conceived the idea of establishing the Union 
Stock-Yards, He wrote the first letter .to 
Tun Trrevunz, setting forth the great ad- 
vantages that would result to the farmers of 
the far West from having a central market 
where all buyers would be brought together.

He later on served as travel- 
ing correspondent in the South for the New

In 1881 he began his political career as chief 
clerk in the Chivago Custom-House,. In 1887 
he resigned to accept a position as Deputy 
City Clerk, servmg under D. W. Nickerson 
and Franz Amberg. At the expiration of the 
latter’s term of office Mr. Van Cleave was 
elected City Clerk by a majority of 9.000, He 
was married in 1885 to Miss Josephine 
Senweich, daughter of a minent German 
of Richmond, Va. Mr. Van Cleave will have 
N host of personal friends working for him on 
election day.

The Republican West Town convention 
yesterday had but one Incident which did not 
indicate harmony in the ranks, though the 
discussion over candidates was lively at all 
times.

Wolf pushed his way to the front of the hall 
and said he was not a idate for the nomi- 
nation and begged his friends to respect his 
wishes, When the vote was taken Mr. Wolf 
had 170 votes out of 201, and as he did not re- 
fuse he was declared nominated. 

Four men were named for Supervisor— 
Joseph C. Chapek, John J. Smolski, George 
B. Sweger, and M. E. Dixon. A vote was 
taken which gave Chapek 29, Smolski 11, 
Sweger 118, and Dixon 40. When this was an- 
nounced Mr. Dixon jumped up and said: In 
behalf of the laboring men and Republicans I 
wish to announce in open convention that I 
have been sold out. He then turned and left 
the hall. The Twelfth and Thirteenth’ Wards, 
which had voted for Dixon, immediately re- 
quested that their votes be recorded in favor 
of Sweger, and by a motion froin Mr. Chapek 
the nomination was made by acclamation. 

Three candidates were proposed for Town 
Clerk, but before the result of the vote was 
announced Odin Severson was nominated by 
acclamation.

Poles, Irish, and Germans Have a Free 
Fight in the Thirty-third Ward—But

Resuscitated on the Dissecting Table and 
Afterward Happtty Married. 

St. Louis Republic: “This story I have 
told but a few times in my life, said Dr. W. 
W. Rowan, a member of the Colorado Govern- 
or's staff and also a prominent physician and 
surgeon of Ouray, Col., to a reporter in the 
rotunda of the Southern.

It 
is a four-story frame structure covered with 
metal lathing and staff, containing nearly 
1,000 rooms. The main building is 110x374 
feet.

One Distinguishing Feature of Projectors 
of. World’s Fair Hotels. 

Complaints are becoming plentiful of al- 
leged fraudulent hotel schemes in connection 
with the World’s Fair, In many cases money 
for rooms is collected in advance, and persons 
who have paid it are beginning to suspect 
there will be no rooms for them to occupy 
when the Exposition opens. 

A resident of Chicago says that while in 
Philadelphia last November he was shown the 
picture and pros us of an enormous hotel 
to be erected within six blocks of the Exposi- 
tion. All railway lines to the Fair were to 
pass the door and other advantages were 
claimed. At the solicitation of the agent the 
Chicago man bought two tickets for $1.75 each 
securing the option on two rooms, the under- 
standing being that he would have to pay a 
like amount on registering and $1 a day for 
furnished rooms thereafter. 

A few days ago the Chicago man visited the 
local office of botel in one of the sky- 
scrapers to 2 how the big enterprise was 
progressing.

There has been considerable surprise ex- 
pressed regarding Gov. Pattison’s course in 
this matter. Two years since the Legislature 
appropriated $300,000 in order that Pennsyl- 
vania might be properly represented at the 
Fair. Since then the plans and scope of the 
great Exposition have so broadened that with 
the single exception of Pennsylvania almost 
ali the States have increased the amount they 
originally appropriated. Gov. Pattison wishes 
Pennsylvania to keep within the bounds of its 
original appropriation. It is said that he 
wants to make political capital out of the mat- 
ter, and is afraid to permit a large expend- 
iture. Affairs here are not in as good a sha 
af they could be with sufficient funds. 
Work has been pushed thoroughly, ener- 
getically, and systematically. original 
plans of the board can be fully carried 
out on present appropriation, but that 
means States far smaller and poor- 
er than Pennsylvania will far outshine it. 
As matters now stand it means that all ex- 
penditures must be curtailed and every penny 
counted in the most nig rdly fashion.

The situation was thus outlined yesterday by 
a painter who 1s familiar with the affair:

When the jury was appointed by the director 
of the Department of Fine Arts, who was em- 
powered by law to doso, the jurors had a 
right to receive or refuse any work of art they 
wished, provided they followed the rules laid 
down for their action. If they refused a mas- 
terpiece or accepted a pot-boiler no one can 
dispute their right todo so. As to the small 
proportion of works accepted from those sub- 
mitted, it should be remembered that an ef.

HOW THE FISH WILL BE SHOWN, 


Arrangements for Securing Good Light in 

‘ the Exhibit from Pennsylvania. 

Col. John Gay, representing the Pennsyl- 
vania State Fish Commission, 1s arranging 
for an exhibit at the World’s Fair of varieties 
of lake fish as well as those from the hatch- 
ery. The exhibit will consist principally of 
the varieties of fish propagated by the Fish 
Commission of the State. It will “be 
made in aquaria constructed of iron 
and French plate glass, so that the 
fish can be easily seen. The Pennsylvania 
space in the Fisheries Building is one of the 
largest, about 1,700 feet, of a kite shape, run- 
ning along the main hall; the entrance to it 
will be at the apex of the kite.’ At the en- 
trance there will be an arch of rustic work 
covered with vines.and set with green planta. 
At the center of the arch the keystone will 
appear, and above it the coat of arms of the 
State. Entering, the visitor will see a pool 
containing a model fishway, supplied 


ciple as the Hudson River iceboats. 

Perhaps people in warm climates have not 
paid much attention to it, but we who live in 
an icy region are making a study of it. Some- 
how we believe that Nansen is going to find 
the North Pole and get out on the other side. 
That is his object. He thinks he will da it in

A word about his boats which, to us, look 
like the right thing. In the first place his 
large vessel is so constructed it will rise 
from between the ice sheets instead of being 
crushied by them. It is a three-master, has 
engines vf 170-horse power, and is lit by 
electricity generated aboard. This is the ves- 
sel that is to go as far as possible im the ice 
before iceboats have to be taken, which are 
carried along. Besides these there will be 
provisions for eight assistants and Dr. Nansen 
for five years. A balloon will also be taken 
slong for any emergency that may present 
itself. 

**Nansen has a theory that besides the small 
currents which flow southward in the Arctic 
an immense volume also flows between Green- 
land and Spitzbergen, This he believes comes 
from the rivers of Alaska and Siberia, and he 
expects to catch it, reconstruct his iceboats, 
and ride out on it to the other side, mean time 
having stopped and planted his stakes at the 

ole 


pole. 

“It is a known fact that driftwood of both 
Siberian and American origin has frequently 
been found on the shores of Greenland 
Spitzbergen. Now, how could it get there if 
there was not such a current from the Siberi- 
an and Alaskan Rivers? Dirt and wood from 
ice-floes indicate the same thing. 

We believe, for all these and other rea- 
sons, that Nansen will solve the problem of 
the pole. He isan experienced explorer, ac- 
customed, probably more than all others, to 
ice and is dauntless and at the same time as 
cautious as a good explorer can be. 

He expects by August or September next 
to get as far as he cah go in open water, and 
then he will take to the ice. He may never 
come back, but the chances are he will. At 
any rate we who live in the distant region 
nearest the borderland of perpetual ice are 
watching his movements and readmg every- 
thing — can get about them with the keenest 
interest.’

PFITZINGER’S LIBEL SUIT TAKEN

The Buffalo Clergyman, Who Wants $25,000 
from Bishop Rudelph Dubs and the 

“ Allgemeine Zeitung,” Alleges That the 
Defendant Has Repeatedly Published

Malicious—Other News of the Tribunals, 
The Rev. Michael Pfitzinger of Buffalo, N. 
I., dismissed his libel suis against Bishop 


Rudolph Dubs in the Cireuit Court yesterday, 


but immediately commenced a new suit for 
$25,000 damages in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court against Dubs and the Aligemeine 
Zeitung, This wasdone, as stated by Mr. 
Pfitzinger’s attorney, to get the case to trial 
before the jury announced to come in next 
May in the latter court aad avoid two years’ 
delay in the State courts, The plaintiff in 
his declaration filed charges that Dubs re- 
peatedly published articles reflecting on 
his character, and finally one on 
which the suit is based, which 
stated that a minister of the 
gospel said in Salem Church eat Syracuse, N. 
I., that Pfitzinger is so low down that it ig 
impossible to get him any lower“; that be is 
a bad egg, and you can’t spoil a bad egg.” 
The declaration also sets up certain unminis- 
terial epithets. Pfitzinger alleges that this 
publication is false and malicious, and that on 
account of it he has been subjected to ridicule 
and contempt throughout the entire United 
States and Germany, wherever Dubs’ paper 
circulates. It is stated that the case has no 
connection with the troubles in the Evangeli- 
cal Association. Pfitzinger is not an officer 
in that association, but merely a local 
preacher. He is also the author of several re- 
ligious works.

JURY SYSTEM IN AMERICA CRITICISED, 


I, L. Hauser Says the Law Is Little More 
than a Travesty. 

I. L. Hauser, No, 21 Lindsay street, Calcut- 
ta, India, formerly of Chicago, writes in the 
inglishman of Dec. 20, 1892, about Jury 
Trials in America.” He calls attention to tne 
methods used in American courte, and then 
gives his views of the juries and their actions 
in the Cronin case in Chicago and the Mafia 


trial in New Orleans. In part ho says: 

In a criminal case these are some of the ques- 
tions asked each man offered as a juryman: Have 
you heard of a crime committed? Have you read 
about it? Have you talked about it? Have you 
formed an opinion about it? Have you expressed 
this opinion to others? By this time nineteen- 
twentieths or all on the list are excused, and an- 
other is made, and so on for days and weeks this 
trial fora jury continues, not to flad men who 
have any mental capacity, the ability to form an 
opinion, but to find those w minds are like 
that of the metaphysician. 

About three years ago there was a prominent 
trial in — Dr. Cronin, a medical practi- 
tioner, a gentieman highly esteemed by those who 
knew him, was called on a dark night to visit a 
person taken suddenly ill, as it was stated. He 
did not return. His friends were alarmed, They 
traced him to an isolated, unoccupied house, 
where the erasures of blood stains on the floor 
and walls showed that a murder had been com- 
mitted. A few days after the deceased's 
war found in asewer drain on the outskirts of 
the city. Men sus were arrasted. The 
trial commenced, veral lists of proposed ju- 
rors were made out, but before these men knew 
they were to be summoned they were approached 
by the friends of the prisoners and told that they 
were to be called as jufors, and if they decided 
in favor of the prisoners they would be well re- 
warded. Several bailiffs of the court were impris- 
oned for their connection with this attempt at 
corruption. 

It took pearly two months tocomplete the jury, 
hundreds of men being calied who could not con- 
fess themselves as brain paupers, negatives in 
mind or thought, being released from duty. At 
length the usual twelve who had neither read, 
thought, nor talked were found, and the trial pro- 
ceeded for several months. The jury was guard- 
ed day and night by two bailiffs, not allowed to 
see their friends, all reference to the trial was 
clipped from the newspacers allowed them, locked 
in their rooms at night, watched while they ate 
their meals, guarded as if they were prisoners on 
their way to and from the court. 


Compromised with One Juror. 


The trial closing, the jury voted on the first 

yng — — of 1 — the news 

e tw uror, little week-min 

man, a sentimental, re ious tanatic. who carried 
his Bible with him and insisted on praying with 
the jurors before each ballot was taken, disagreed 
with the others. The eleven taiked, pleaded, 
and argued with him, but his resort was.to go 
into a corner. weep, and sulk. He knew he was 
right, for God had told him all about it. 
After several days and nights locked in their 
room, completely exhausted, a compromise was 
made with the little man for imprsonment. A 
very few in their charity attributed his action to 
his narrow religious fanaticism; others con- 
sidered him a contemptible hypocrite, while the 
majority believed him to have been bribed. 

The Judge was one of the best in.Chicago; the 
lawyers on both sides the brightest and keenest; 
the jury the best that could be had under the 
conditions. The law was plain and the evidence 
. of the prisoner’s guilt ; yet. after all 
the months of trial and a very large expenditure 
of public money, one little weak-minded man, a 
fanatic, overthrew the whole proceedings, and 
thwarted justice in the execution of law. Is it 
any wonder that large-brained men of business 
and men of every grade and profession vunani- 
mously condemned such a jury system, which I 
know they did. for I was then amid the excite 
ment and attended the trial. 

Another case. In New Orleans a short time ago 
the Superintendent of Police. who had brought 
many a criminal! to the bar, and so was intensely 
hated by that class, was waylaid, shot down in the 
dark. The conspirators, ltalians, members of the 
secret Mafia society, were arrested, tried, and re- 
leased. The city was aroused. The jurors, 
bribed, as all believed, hadto escape for their 
lives from the city by stealth. A public meeting 
was heid on the plaza of several thousand cit- 
izens, who elected. a Chairman and unanimously 
voted to execute the law. which they did sum- 
mariiy. 

This was not a riot or mob, but an assemblage 
of the best and most prominent citizens of New 
Orleans. Why did they act thus? Because of 
their unanimous belief that the jury had falled in 
their duty through ignorance or corruption. 

Way is lynch law now prevalent in the United 
— on: ny, one only for the reason that the 
people have no faith in juries. 

In conclusion. As juries are now selected in 
the United States, especially in criminal cases, 
trials are a farce of the coarsest kind, and worse. 
a travesty of law and justice and a violation of 


the rights of the people. - 
CARNEGIE’S BIG ORDER FOR MACHINERY, 


A New Armor-Plate Press That Will Make 
the Greatest Forging in the World. 

Prrrantund, Pa., March 15.— [Special.]—The 
Carnegie Steel company has ordered a new 
press for its armor-plate mill at Homestead, 
an enormous piece of machinery that will cost 
over $1,000,000, of Witworth & Co. of Man- 
chester, England. It will be the largest piece 
of machinery of the kind in this country, and 
perhaps in the world. The press will have a 
capacity of 16,000 tons. The machine will ar- 
rive here by the first of next year. The new 
machinery will give the Carnegie company 
great advantage in the manufacture of armor- 
plate and other mechanism of war. It is 
claimed that the company will be able to 


make the greatest forgings in the world. A 
late of 200 tons can be worked in one piece.

- TAKEN TO TASK. 


ply with Instructions to Furnish Plans 
of the Work Projected—Mr, Williams 
Says He Was Too Busy with More Im- 
portant Matters to Prepare the Report 
ordered to Do So Without Delay— 
Time Wasted in Police Courts. 


Members of the Drainage Board think that 
Engineer Williams had been derelict in obey- 
ing orders. At yesterday’s meeting of the 
board an effort was made to bring him to 
time. Nov. 2 last Mr. Williams was requested 
to file in the office of the Chief Clerk of the 
drainage dristrict plans of the drainage 
canal. This was supplemented Feb. 1 by an 
order calling for estimates from the latest 
data in possession of the Engineerimg De- 
partment. The engineer was advised that his 
plans should show the elevation of all grade 
lines of river diversion and main channel and 
the elevation of standard bench marks to 
which said elevations are referred, together 
with a proper description of the location and 
character of said channel.“ 

Mr. Williams, it is said, has paid no atten- 
tion to these orders, and has urged in defense 
of his course that his force has had all that it 
could do in performing more necessary work. 
However, the board is after the information 
and purposes to obtain it or know the reason 
why. Yesterday, on recommendation of the 
Engineering committee, the following order 
was passed:

No Check on the Department. 

* Why the engineer has not complied with 
these orders I am at a loss to understand, said 
a member of the board yesterday. He must 
certainly have the data asked for in his pos- 
session, ana it would be a comparatively easy 
matter to prepare it for filing in the office of 
the clerk, where it is badly needed for pur- 
poses of consultation by the trustees. As it 
is now we have not a scrap of official informa- 
tion on file or on our records, and thus have 
not the slightest check upon the workings of 
the engineering department.“ 

A communication was received from W. A. 
S. Graham, Secretary of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal Commissioners, stating that 
in a week or ten days a proposition concerna- 
ing the Sanitary Trustees’ use of the canal 
would be submitted. The communication 
stated that Gov. Altgeld had not indicated his 
desires, but preferred to have the Canal Com- 
missioners and the Drainage Trustees adjust 
the matter, at the same time protecting the 
rights of the State.

Progress of the Work. 

Chief Engineer Williams’ report for Feb- 
ruary gave information in regard to the prog- 
ress of the work of his department. The ex-

„405 paid to c ntractors for excavation of 
channel and building of dikes for river diver- 
sion. The total amount of material moved 
previous to March 1 over that portion of the 
canal now under contract is shown to be 441. 
475 cubic yards of glacial drift and 225,020 of 
rock at a total cost of $236,077, and with an 
equipment averaging daily 676 men, 76 teams, 
18 steam drills, 6 channeling machines, 3 
steam hoists, and 9 steam pumps.

TON AND REFORM. 
The Republican city convention yesterday 
nominated for Mayor Samuel W. Allerton 
and for City Clerk J. R. B. Van Cleave, the 
present incumbent. The selection of good, 
acceptable Democrats to fill the positions of 
Treasurer and Attorney was left to the City 
Central committee. Thus the ticket will be 
what it should be—a non-partisan one, and 
Democratic voters who cannot stomach Mr. 
Harrison can put their X“ marks in the 
round “O” next to the word Republican 


ticket, 
Mr. Allerton was nominated by acclama- 


tion. The discussion of the Mayoralty ques- 


tion, which has been going on for the last ten 
days, brought him to the front as the most 
prominent candidate. He is a Republican, 
but what was more to the purpose he had the 
backing of several thousand business- men ir- 
respective of party. He had stated fully his 
views on all those questions which are attract- 
ing the attention of the citizens of Chicago, 
and his ideas were in accord with theirs. He 
has been a business-man and a successful one. 
He has never been a professional politician, 


voter. He is willing now to take a more active 
and laborious part in politics, but if elected 
his methods of administration will be those ot 
the business-man and not of the politician. 
This is Mr. Allerton’s great recommenda- 
tion. If chosen Mayor he will owe the office 
to the votes of citizens who want reform, not 
places. He will be under no obligations to 
officeseekers. Mr. Harrison's backing is 
made up largely of those who want offices and 
not reform. If elected Mr. Harrison will 
have friends whom he must reward and the 
public interests will suffer. It would be im- 
possible for him to be as fearlessly economic 
and as regardless of mere party considerations 
as Mr. Allerton would be. The latter would 
conduct the city administration on busi- 
ness principles based on the merit system.“ 
Mr. Harrison would conduct it on ward poli- 
tics principles based on the Harrisonian sys- 
tem. 

While Mr. Allertoa’s fitness for the Mayor- 
alty will commend him to the voters there is 
nothing about him to offend or alienate any one 
of the numerous elements which make up the 
community. Hehas antagonized nobody. He 
has never attacked the feelings and prejudices 
of others. The Germans, the Irish, and mem- 
bers of all other nationalities can vote for him 
as heartily as for one of their own number. 
Being satisfied with his views on the subject 
of personal liberty and rational amusements 
the German press will support him warmly. 
He is a broad-minded man who believes in 
liberty, but not in license. 

The platform adopted by the convention is 
the one which was agreed cn at the Central 
Music Hall. mass-meeting Monday. It was 
prepared by Mr. Allerton and states his views 
plainly and concisely. It is not as long as the 
one prepared by Mr. Harrison for the Demo- 


| cratic convention, but it is a better one. And 


as business-mer keep their engagements bet- 
ter than politicians do, the voters ought to 
give the preference to the Allerton platform. 

The Mayoralty question has passed beyond 
the stage of cunferences, primaries, and con- 
ventions, and is now in the hands of the peo- 
ple. There are two leading candidates in the 
field—Mr. Allerton and Mr. Harrison. The 
first of these represents the popular demand 
for a reform administration, for business 
methods, for economy and efficiency. The 
last of these represents an old-fashioned un- 
reformed administration, political methods, 
and inefficiency. If the people want a change 
they can have it by voting for Allerton. Tus 
Trisuns believes they do, but in order to 
secure it they must turn out and vote—all of 
them. The best of candidates and platforms 
avail nothing without votes. The indica- 
tions are that this year the citizens are in 
earnest, and that for their own sake and that 
of the visitors to the Exposition they will 
work, vote for, and elect Mr. Allerton. If 
they do not get a good Mayor it will not be 
the fault of the Republican convention. 


HIGH RAIL RATES TO THE FAIR. 

It is reported that the managers of the Cen- 
tral Traffic linea have resolved to sell tickets 
from Chicago to Montreal and return for a 
single fare. These tickets are to be issued on 
account of an international convention in 
Montreal, and will be good for more thay two 
months, practically enabling those using them 
to make a summer stay in the East. Other 
annual gatherings are similarly to be rendered 
attractive to the multitudo by the issue of 
round trip tickets at half rates. But for the 
Fair no such facilities are to be provided. 
The same lines that are thus about to reduce 
rates for minor gatherings are going to charge 
full rates on World's Fair business, except a 
reduction of a paltry 20 per cent for slow 
trains, and an unattractive excursion rate to 
be permitted during a limited time if the lines 
interested can agree to it. Those excursion 
tickets are to be sold at not less than one and 
a third tares for the round trip, with the special 
provision that the tickets shall not be avail- 
able for passage in parlor, sleeping, or draw- 
ing room cars. They can only be used for 
day coaches. 

This may not be the result of a determina- 
tion to sandbag the Fair,“ but it marks a 
waut of principle and a resolve to ignore weil- 
settled rules for the conduct of railroad busi- 
ness where it is thought it can be done with 
impunity. It has long been the practice to 
act on the theory that a large number of per- 
sons should be carried more cheaply per cap- 
ita than one or two persons, aud the average 
railroad manager hes gladly availed himself 
of every opportunity to swell the volume of 
his receipts by offering inducements to attend 
those gatherings en masse. Not only that, but 
he has madeit the pretext for issuing large 
numbers of tickets to be sold by the scalpers, 
in some cases putting on the market as many 
return coupons as the tickets he issued for 
the round trip. Often the convention has 
been an.excuse for giving the scalpers free 
course, enabling them to make big profits by

If the managers had not the 
experience of former gatheringsto guide them 
there might be some excuse for their pighead- 
edness; though none for their rapacity. But 


in the light of v hat resulted from the attempt 


to charge high rates to the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial and the latest Paris Exposition, the 
impartial observer vannot but apply to them 
the old-time remark that none are 60 blind 
as those who will not see.” 


TREASURY GOLD INCREASING. 

The free gold inthe National Treasury is 
increasing. It now exceeds $5,000,000, and the 
gain ischiefly from the West. The banks in 
New York have done nothing since their first 
movement in the direction of aiding the 
Treasury. The gold has been sent from points 
on this side of the Alleghenies in exchange for 
Treasury notes of small denominations, which 
are wanted to go into actual circulation. 
Probably the banks on the seaboard will now 
be more willing to part with their gold, the 


result being an important increase in the per- 


centage of that metal in the payments for 
customs duties, in which case the government 
will have all the gold it requires. The drain 
was chiefly a consequence of apprehension that 
the change in administration would be fol- 
lowed by a scarcity of gold, and the fact was 
brought about by the efforts made to guard 
against the consequences to particular insti- 
tutions. The banks sorted out all the gold 
paid to them, put it away in strong boxes, 
and left to be paid in Treasury notes and 
other paper the duties which it used to be in- 
sisted on should be paid only in the yellow 
metal. Probably it will not now be deemed 
necessary or even advisable to offer coin 
bonds for sale in order to increase the stock 
of gold in the Treasury. But it is none the 
less advisable that the monthly purchases of 
silver be brought to a close and the Treasury 
authorized to pay out the silver in redemp- 
tion of the paper issued for the pur- 
chase of the metal, a dollar’s worth 
of silver being paid for each dollar 
named on the paper that is redeemed. Unless 
this be done we may witness a recurrence of 
the gold scarcity and find it less easy to get 
over the difficulty presented by the fact. The 
people of this and other nations would just as 
soon take a doliar’s worth of silver as a dol- 
lar's worth of gold in redemption of the 
paper, and if they had any preference it would 
not give them the right to choose as between 
two things of equal intrinsic value. The 
United’ States Government ought to pay.out a 
dollar’s worth of that silver fora dollar by 
the same rule that it now buys a dollar's worth 
for a dollar. If it would set this example of 
honesty the free silver advocates would also 
find themseives squarely facing the problem 
of honesty or dishonesty, and would have to 
take the responsibility if they avowed them- 
selves in favor of the latter. 


HOW STATE MONEY IS SUNK. 

When the Commissioners of the Joliet Pen- 
itentiary suggested that it might be a good 
idea for the State to buy the machinery now 
owned by the contractors and go into manu- 
facturing exteusively on its own account Tux 
Tann called the attention of the Legisia- 
ture to the fact that if it sanctions such a plan 
it must make provision for placing the man- 
agement of the State manufactories in the 
hands of skilled men of a high order of busi- 
ness capacity who will be well paid for their 
services. It is doubtful whether the Commis- 
sioners know how to run a shoe-shop or a 
stone-yard and make a success of it. They 
may be able to select good foremen, but that 
is not enough. 

The State went into the manufacturing busi- 
ness at Joliet after the contractors threw up 
their lease and sunk several hundred thou- 
sand dollars therein, the main reason being 
that the institution was run by incompetent 
men. Owing to these heavy losses the plan 
of leasing the labor was adopted on - Gov. 
Palmer’s recommendation. The people have 
amended the Constitution in order to get rid 
of his plan. 

Another illustration on a small scale of the 
dangers of State management is furnished by 
the Reform School at Pontiac, now the State 
Reformatory. Some years ago the Legisla- 
ture appropriated $30,000 to establish a shoe- 
shop there. When the institution was turned 
overto the new management two years ago 
that shop was still running. The new Super- 
intendent made the followmg report concern- 
ing it: 

The shop does not pay its way. We furnish all 
the men and boys, with no pay for their services. 
We feed and clothe and warm and care for all 
those when sick without a cent in return. We 
furnish the power to drive the machinery, and 
pay every possible expense of the kind I have 
mentioned out of our fund for ordinary expenses. 
For all this outlay I am not able to find any re- 
turn whatever. In private life no business would 
be continued long that would not pay the board 
of its employés. 

Iam fully satisfied that an invoice will show 
that the State has never received a cent in return 
for its outlay, and that a considerable part of the 
capital has been lost beyond recovery. The sup- 
posed profits reported in the past, if not ficti- 
cious, are at least misleading, and have been made 
by invoicing at cost a lot of worthless machinery 
to replace the old as stock on hand. 

This is the old Joliet. experience over again. 
As a consequence of this report the shop has 
been closed, the money invested in it having 
been practically sunk, The Legislature must 
be careful that nothing of that sort happens 
at Joliet. It cannot afford to indulge in hasty 
legislation. The State can employ the con- 
victs itself and not lose muney, but it cannot 
do so if the old, wasteful, and inefficient 
methods are returned to.

THE TRUST ROBBERS. 

The latest dodge adopted by the monopo- 
lists who aim to control the market and ab- 
sorb to themselves the supply of articles of 
general consumption is nominally to appoint 
the wholesale dealer as an agent of the manu- 
facturing company and permit no one else to 
sell. A contract is made, according to which 
the title in the property remains in the manu- 
facturing company till such time as sale is 
made by the wholesaler, but the latter is re- 
quired to guarantee all sales made by him- 
self and to indemnify as agent any loss or 
expense incurred between the time che goods 
are delivered on board cars at the factory or 
store and the sale of them by the merchant. 
The latter is obliged to sell at the prices 
named by the manufacturer or he is no longer 
allowed to act as agent,“ while an addi- 
tional inducement is offered in the shape of a 
so- called commission paid at stated dates on 
all goods sold during the preceding six months. 
This is one of the arrangements which it is 
sought to prevent by the passage of the Berry 
bill in the Illinois Legislature. That bill 
provides for the punishment of all parties 
who may “estabiish any pretended agency 
whereby the sale of any such article or com- 
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eee g ee pen, . 4 pur- 
pose or purposes, and to enable such original 
vender or manufacturer to control the whole. 
tale or retail price of any such article or 
commodity after the title to such article 


or commodity shall have passed from such 


vender or manufacturer.” 

That such agency is only a pretended one 
in case the above cited agreement be made 
is evident from the accompanying provision 
in the contract that the wholesale dealer shall 
stand all risks, both of bad debt and condition. 
He is to all intents and purposes the owner of 
the property when selling it to the retailer or 
consumer, and takes all the risks incident to 
such ownership. The pretension that the title 
remains in the manufacturer is therefore a 
mere evasion, and should be treated as such. 
Doubtless it would be so regarded by the 
courts under a law providing that current 
reputation shall have due weight in deter- 
mining whether or not a combination shall be 
liable to prosecution as a trust. 

In order to be satisfactory to the people a 
law against trusts must provide for prompt 
recovery by civil action by any and all trad- 
ers or others who can prove they have been 
injured by monopolistic practices on the part 
of a trade combination. And sach statute, 
giving civil damages, must also give the ag- 
grieved party ample costs, including a rea- 
sonable sum for attorney’s fees. Every per- 
son pecuniarily damaged by such a combine 
would then have a vital interest in procuring 
and furnishing evidence to prove the ex- 
tortion, The way of the prosecuting officials 
would be easy, and that of the offenders so 
hard that the men with monopolistic leanings 
and instincts would be likely to think twice 
before committing themselves to a policy 
tending to their own unduimg. It is oniy by 
making the prospects of extraordinary profit 
problematical and those of punishment‘rel- 
atively certain that the formation and opera- 
tion of trusts can be held in check. Anything 
tending to that result should meet with a 
warm welcome, as calculated to protect the 
people from a dictation of prices.. The trust 
business promises to be at no distant day the 
one great issue before the American people, 
and the way in which it is disposed of will 
determine whether they are to be free or 
bound hand and foot by a series of combines 
coptrolling all the most important articles of 
consumption. 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 

The Canadian version of the conference held 
a little over a year ago at Washington, be- 
tween the late Secretary Blaine and the Cana- 
dian delegates, on the subject of reciprocity 
is as follows: 

Blaine said he could understand why Canada 
was reluctant to enter into a treaty of unlimited 
reciprocity, but no other arrangement would 
suit the United States, and it must be accompa 
nied by discrimination in favor of the United 
States, especially against Great Britain, which 
was America’s gréat competitor, and it must be 
likewise accompanied by the adoption of a uni- 
form tariff for the United States and Canada 
equal to that of the United States. Unless such 
points were guarded there could be no security, 
on the one hand, from smuggling along the border 
line of over 3,000 miles, or, on the other, of main- 
taining the present protective policy of the Unit- 
ed States. Blaine added: We would expect to 
have the Canadians to compete with in manufact- 
uring, but no one élse, and that a treaty for nat- 
ural products alone could not be discussed. 

The Tory Cabinet of the Dominion tries to 
pretend that it was shovked at the extent of 
Mr. Blaine’s demands and intimates that they 
went far beyond anything ever before heard 
of, and were insultmgto Canadian suscepti- 
bilities, 

Nevertheless it is a fact that when the Lib- 
erals made their campaign against the Tories 
three years ago it was on the issue of uniimit- 
ed reciprocity and’ complete free trade in all 
products between two countries. They 
came very near succeeding on that issue. The 
late Sir John Macdonald, then Premier, was 
so hard put to it to save himself that he raised 
the ery that unrestricted reciprocity would 
be equivalent to annexation and that that was 
treason against Great Britain and Canada. 
Tho Conservative speakers and papers harped 
on the point that the reciprocity for which the 
Liberals were contending would necessitate 
an assimilation of the teriffs of the United 
States and of the Dominion, iu order to prevent 
smuggling and a great loss of revenue by the 
former. It was contended also that the internal 
revenue duties on spirits and tobacco 
would have to be made uniform. The clam- 
orous cry of the Tories was that a uniform 
tariff on imports involved discrimination 
against the mother country in favor of 
the United States, and that that would be a 
crime— would be treasonable. 

The Liberals argued that nothing short of 
unrestricted reciprocity would be acceptable 
to the Government of the United States—that 
reciprocity in natural products only was 
looked on by it as one-sided or jug-handled, 
giving to the Canadians access to the vast 
American markets while the United States 
got iu return nothing which it desired. They 
showed that the one-sided treaty given the 
Canadians by the slaveholders in 1854 in order 
to arrest the growth of annexation sentiment 
in Canada and prevent the admission to the 
Union of a number of non-slaveholding States 
would never be renewed, as the South had 
no longer any motive for favoring it, and had 
ceased to be hostile to American territorial 


‘expansion north of the St. Lawrence and the 


great lakes, 

The Tories were only able to meet these 
arguments by predicting that if there were a 
change of administration in the United States, 
and the Democrats should come into power, 
they would abolish the American protective 
tariff and cut down the duties on Canadian ex- 
ports to nominal rates, which the producers 
could pay without knowmg their existence. 
They said further that under such a low tariff 
prosperity would revisit the Dominion at the 
expense of the American farmers, without the 
Canadians having to give any reciprocal 
equivalent, while the Dominion Government 
would be at liberty to impose the highest 
duties it pleased on all American manu- 
factures. Thus the Canadians would get 
everything from the wise American Demo- 
crats, and give nothing in return. Their loy- 
alty to the European island of Great Britain 
would cost the former nothmg, as the gener- 
ous or silly Yankees would bestow every favor 
on Canadian industries and ask for nothing 
for American ones in return. 

A majority of the voters of Canada were 
pacified, and have been waiting impatiently 
for three yeara for the Democrats to come 
into power, upset Blaine’s unlimited reci- 
procity doctrine, and let the Canadians take 
the turkey, while they accepted the buzzard. 
fhe Democrats are now im office, and the 
Canadians are getting restless. They are 
eager to see the former begin to take steps to 
carry out the asinine policy the Tory leaders 
said they would follow. 

It would be a misfortune for this country if 
the Democrats should live up to Canadian ex- 
pectations. The repeal of the duties on the 
natural products of the Dominion will deprive 
the United States of from eight to ten 
millions of revenue. It will add of course 
heavily to Canadian exporte, and give the pro- 
ducers of that country much higher prices. 
There will be increased prosperity in the Do- 
minion, which will redound to the benefit of 
the Tories. 

If the Democrats are willing to pay a heavy 
price for the purpose of killing the fast-grow- 
ing annexation sentiment in Canada let them 


price to maintain. Canadian loyalty to En- 
giand, and won thereby the hatred of the 
„loyal Tories of those two countries. 


Arn. Eurer is undoybtedly an honest man 
and a conscientious, careful, painstaking 
member of the Coungil, It is surprising, there- 
fore, to find him advocating a return to the 
old, rotten, extravagant, and inexcusable 
methods of special assessment which prevailed 
before the Madden ordinance was adopted 
last year. The repealing ordinagoe which Mr. 
Ernst advocated Monday evening in the Coun- 
cil is mainly in the interest of the contractors. 
It was introduced at their instance. It is 


against the interests of the property-vwners— 


and taxpayers. As Ald. Mann and Ald. Mad- 
den weil said, No worse system than the old 
one could be proposed or adopted.” Ald. 
Mann had experience with that old system as 
Village Attorney of Hyde Park and knows 
whereof he speaks. The present Special 
Assessment Commissioner has unreservedly 
condemned it. It has no outspoken advocate, 
Even Ald, O'Neill, who is apparently dissatis- 
fied with the present plan, did not venture to 
declare in favor of the old one. It would be 
hazardous to do so, The new plan has not 
had sufficient trial and the Aldermen who are 
opposing it have not investigated its work 
ings. They should not condemn it before 
they have made further inquiry. At the meet- 
ing of the Judiciary committee which recom- 
mended the repealing ordinance the spokes- 
men and advocates were nearly all con- 
tractors. The Special Assessment Commis- 


| sioner was hardly given a fair hearing against 


the ordinance, It is well that the matter has 
been postponed, so that there may be further 
light thrown on the subject. Ald. Ernst evi- 
dently felt that he was in a wrong position 
Monday night. He will have a chauce to 
right himself before the subject is again dis- 
cussed. The repealing ordinance ought to be 


defeated. There should be no return to the 


old vile system of special assessments. 


Mr. Grabsrons's illness, which happily is 
only temporary, seriously interferes with the 
progress of the home rule bill. Without the 
lead of the Premier it would be hazardous 
for his party to take up that measure for a 
second reading. The divisions at the end of 
last week indicated a lack of discipline in the 
Liberal party ranks. It requires the presence 
of the Grand Old Man in Parliament to re- 
store his followers to fighting form, and the 
bill of the session has to be postponed until 
he is prepared for action. Some of the impa- 
tient Irish mambers protest against the delay, 
but their protest is without good reason, 
Much of the blame attaches to the Irish mem- 
bers themselves. They have not been regular 
in attendance, and their absence accounts for 
the falling off of the government majority to 
thirty-seven on such important questions as 
T. W. Russell’s motion of censure on Sir 
James Matthews’ Evicted Tenants Commis- 
sion Monday night. The normal majority of 
the government’ is forty-three. Four or five 
of the Irish members, probably Redmondites, 
must have been absent. Those peculiar poli- 
ticians excuse themselves by saying that they 
cannot afford to attend Parliament. If they 
cannot they should resign and maks 
way for those who can. The fact seems to be 
that the Redmondites would like the home 
rule bill to fail, hoping to profit by the con- 
fusion that would follow. Under the party 
circumstances the second reading of the home 
rule bill eannot be had for another month. It 
will not pass. through the committee stage 
until July. The Lords will then reject it on the 
grounds that it comes to them too late and 
that they have not sufficient time to consider 
it seriously. 


Tun latest cry set up by the good folks who 
are ever on the lookout for something dis- 
couraging in regard to the Fair is that it can- 
not be opened oa time. They may be cor- 
rect in stating this for the completed Fair, 
but it is not probable their wishes will be 
gratified to the extent indicated by the claim. 
It would be no wonder if the display were not 
complete on the day fixed for the formal 
opening. If it were so it would be an excep- 
tion to the rule which may be formulated 
from the experience of those who have had 
chargé of prévious great exhibits. So many 
of the exhibiters hold back till near the last 
moment that there is always a rush and gen- 
erally has been a temporary blockade of ma- 
terial. It would be strange if there were not 
something of this at Chicago, where the col- 
lection will far exceed that at any Fair held 
previously. It cannot be said positively that 
there is any more of this holding back than 
has been complained of\at other big fairs, 
but it may not be denied that some are slow 
and needlessly so. It may be well for the 
dilatory ones to consider that it is to their 
own interest to have their goods on display 
during the whole time the Fair is open and 
that those who hold off till the last will stand 
a chance of being out of the count for several 
days because of the impossibility of placmg 
promptly all that 1s offered in the last few 
days of April. It is stated by one of the offi- 
cials that there is not a building on the 
grounds in which exhibits may not be placed 
now with safety, and already most of the 
damage done by the storms of the winter has 
been repaired. 


THERE are many disappointed Democratic 
statesmen in the West Division of the city 
since Gov. Altgeld’s list of West Park Com- 
missioners Was announced, Mr. Henri Me. 
Gurren’s name does not figure in it and that 
barbecue and spread on his country farm 
last summer was for nothing. The budding 
ambition of Carter H. Harrison Jr. has ex- 
perienced a chilling March frost. Senator Salo- 
mon’s promises to several of his constituents 
cannot be fulfilled, which is probably a good 
thing for the public. Mr. John J. Bloch will 
have to stick to his teams. But saddest of 
all neither Jirka, nor Kadlec, nor Sleipicka, 
nor any of the other Bohemian patriots and 
vote-deliverers have been recognized. Gov. 
Fifer appointed a leading Bohemian busineas- 


man Park Commissioner, though not 10 per 


cent of the Bohemian vote has deen cast for 
the Republican party at any election during 
the last eight years. Gov. Altgeld removed 
that Bohemian Commissioner last week, and 
now a Pole known only to Peter Kiolbassa, 
Stanley Kunz, and the other members of the 
“unholy trinity” of Polish vote-brokers is 
appointed as his successor. How do the Bohe- 
mian Democratic patriots like their medi- 
cine? 


Axornnn prize-fight, with a probably fatal 
result, is reported. It occurred at Grand Rap. 
ids, Mich., in the tooms of the Athietic club. 
One of the contestants sustained concussion 
of the brain from a knock-down blow in the 
third round, This is the kind of sport 


which persons with brutal instincts have in- 


troduced in several cities of the United States 
in place of the regular prize-fight with bare 
knuckles. The fist is covered with a thin 
glove which may to some extent protect the 
hand of the strikér but does not lessen the 
force of the blow nor render it less dangerous 
to the one who receives it. The thin glove is 
a pitiful sham, designed to evade the law 
against fightmg with the naked fists, and yet 
ses tetas of the exhibition as much 
excitement and enjoyment as they could 
get for the same money if the subterfuge 
were not resorted to, eee, 
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after in the same way that some other 
clubs which are mere apoldgies for gambling 
should be investigated. And whenever one 
of the combats they have provided for results 
fatally the men responsible for the exhibition 
ought to be prosecuted to the full limit. The 
thing has gone too far. Let us have no more 
of it. It the bullies cannot be happy without 
prize-fights they should be made to go out of 
the country. And if they could then be pre- 
vented from returning the people of the 
United States would be the gainers by having 
so much of the thug element removed from 
their midst. ; | 


Tuz New Orleans papers have swung into 
line with Tas Tawons on the subject of 
prize-fighting. The yune denounces the 
glove contest as distinguished in little if any- 
thing from the prize-fight, says that the sub. 
terfuge has been discovered in many of the 
States, and iptimates a belief that the next 
Legislature will prohibit the disguised prize- 
fight in Louisiana. The Times-Democrat 
characterizes it as scandaious that an unedu- 
cated blacksmith from Australia can come to 
the United States and earn $387,500 for a 
quarter of an hour’s use of his fists in the 
prize-ring. It says that when such a sum as 
$40,000 is offered for a pugilistic encounter 
there is money in it for the principals to ar- 
range a “‘divvy ’’ and to sell both the club of- 
ferLg the purse and the public contributing 
the dollars, It refers to the charges that Sul- 
livan was defeated in that city last autumn by 
preconcert with his antagonist and says it is 
on record that a friend of Hall made over- 
tures to Fitzsimmons for a hippodrome in the 
$40,000 encounter of last week. It adds that 
“big purses and prize-fighting must alike be 
swept away. They have had their day. Per- 
haps this is the most effective way of treating 
the subject. The average man recognizes as 
a convincing argument proof that a stated 
“enjoyment” or excitement is not worth the 
money he is asked to pay for it. And at least 
a hundred men will practically acknowledge 
the pertinent force of such a statement for 
every one who would yield to the mere moral 
indictment of the thing as wicked. 


„ Szwaror Tat deserves much crédit for 


the ability and persistency with which he has 
pushed his electric lighting bill. As amended 
by the committee it is in much better form 
than when originally introduved,. Then it 
proposed to empower City Councils to estab- 
lish gas as well as electric light plants. It 
would hardly be prudent to intrust Aldermen 
with the power to go into the gasmaking busi- 
ness at this time, A plant established this 
year would alinost certainly be out of date 
ten years from now. Electricity is to be the 
light of the future. The city has already 
the nucleus of an excellent plant. It 
needs money to extend and improveit, Mr. 
Thiele’s bill confers power upon the Council 
to raise the money. In its original form 1 
apcears that the bill conferred power on the 
Council to make special assessments for the 
extension of wires and conduits. This has 
been stricken out, for it was not necessary. 
City Councils now possess that power. It is 
just as proper to extend electrical conduits by 
special assessments as to extend water mains 
or sewers or to make streot improvements by 
special assessments. The bill in its present 
form is simpler and better than in the original 
shape and it ought to be passed. The peopic 
of Chicago will watch carefully the vote on 


| this question in both the Senate and the 


House. They have not asked for much legis- 
lation from the present General Assembly. 
They surely ought not to be denied this slight 
measure of relief. 


Mr. A. C. Hesine in his brief but vigorous 
address which he delivered in the Republican 
cunvention yesterday called attention to the 
reign of terror whick existed in Chicago prior 
to the organization of the Republican party in 
1855, when German citizens were beaten at 
the polls and one of their number killed, and 
when prominent citizens, like the late George 
Armour, were slugged while attempting to 
perform their duties as citizens at the polling 
places. These circumstances were called to 
his mind by the display of terrorism at the 
Democratic primaries and in Democratic con- 
ventions in this city, as in the South Town 
convention, for instance, and in the Demo- 
cratic City convention which nominated Car- 
ter H. Harrison. When these practices were 
resorted to nearly forty years ago the people 
of Chicago rose in their might and crushed 
the thug organizations at the polls and swept 
them out of existence. The condition of at- 
fairs just now is vastly worse than in the days 
alluded to by Mr. Hesing. 
Chicago less vigorous, less desirous of honest 
government, of fairness, of just nass, of order 
at the polls, of decency, and of order than 
then? If they are not they will rally around 
the standard of Mr. Allerton and conduct a 
vigorous and successful campaign, crush Har- 
risonism and all that the name implies, and 
triumphantly elect the candidate named by 
the convention of yesterday. 


Tun new building ordinance provides that 
in questions relating to the security or inse- 
curity of buildings there may be an appeal 
from the decision of the head of the depart- 
ment to a board of arbitration. The present 
Commissioner objects to that, for he thinks it 
may hinder the department and cause dangor- 
ous delays. It would have been better to 
leave the power entirely in the hands of the 
Commissioner.” It is pleasant to see that 
Mr. O'Neill is beginning to take an interest in 
this subject of dangerous buildings. It might 
have been better for several persons who have 
been crushed by falling walls had he done so 
a little earlier. His fears are causeless, and 
the hands of his successor will not be tied. 
The ordinance provides that— 

Whenever the decision of the Commissioner 
upon the safety of any building or part thereof is 
made in a case so urgent that failure to promptly 
carry out his orders to demolish or strengthen 
such building or part thereof may endanger life 
and limb, the decision and order shall be abso- 


lute. and final and no appeal to an arbitra 
shall be permitted, 5 


Take the caseof the wails of the York build- 
ing. No appeal would have been allowed had 
their demolition been ordered, because it was 
evident that the walls wotid not have resisted 
a heavy gale which might have come up at 
any moment, and that, therefore, the failure 
to carry out the order to puil them down 
might have endangered life and limb, 
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For one thing the Republican city conven- 
tion yesterday in its order, in its proceedings, 
in its personnel was in striking contrast to the 
mob convention of howling ward strikers 
which nominated Carter H. Harrison. The 
convention of yesterday was as ordesly as the 
oon vention in Central Music Hall was disor. 
derly, The delegates in yesterday’s con ven- 
tion were many of them leading business-men, 
capable men of affairs, alert and progressive. 
They represented the orderly, law-abiding, 
home-loving people of the city, those who de- 
sire good government and who are ready to 
vote for the candidates whose -election insures 
good government.

SUBLET AT A HANDSOME PROFIT. 


A. H. Blackall & Co.“ s Disposition of the 
Southwest Corner of State and Quincy. 
The southwest corner of State and Quincy 

streets, which was purchased early in the 

year by Levy Mayer and leased by him to A. 

H. Blackall & Son, has been sublet at a hand- 

some profit. The main building on the 

corner is 42x90 feet. Across the rear of this 
is a 10-foot building, possibly the narrowest 
in the city. A. H. Blackall & Co. pay $25,000 
per annum fora term of twenty years, taxes, 
and insurance.
